On October 31, 2001, the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) mailed a Notice of 
Allowance for the above-identified application. The Issue Fee was timely paid by Applicants 
on January 31, 2002.

Applicant has amended the instant claims to specify that the composition comprises 5-50 weight 
percent of the polyacrylated diluents set forth in claim 1, a (meth)acrylate ester of phosphoric acid as the 
acidic adhesion promoter and 5-50 weight percent of one of the monofunctional diluents set forth in claim 
1 and to specify the dielectric dissipation factor and Tg of the composition after cure. It is agreed that 
Shustack does not provide motivation to select the instantly claimed combination of polyacrylated 
diluents and monofunctional diluents now recited in claim 1 or provide teaching to provide a composition 
having the dielectric dissipation factor and Tg, after cure, set forth in the instant claims.
